The findingsof the naval court m artial be­ 
fore which General W ales was recently tried 
at W ashington have bren m ade public. The 
court sentences him to suspension from 
rank and duty for five years, on furlough 
{tai', to retain his present num ber in his 
grade during th a t period. 
Dr. W ales was 
tried for inefficiency in the performance of 
du ty aud for neglect of d u ty. H e was found 
guilty on both charges. 
In approving Hie 
sentence the secretary of the navy says: 
In expressing its approval of the proceed­ 
ings, findings and sentence in this case, the 
departm ent deem s it proper to renin 1 k t hat 
no dishonest or corrupt act or m otive, in­ 
volving any breach of personal integrity on 
the part of Medical Director P h illip s. W ales, 
as chiel of the bureau of medicine and sur­ 
gery, was alleged against him; nor is there 
an y evidence iii the records which would 
have justified a charge or which tends to 
cast an y reflection upon his personal hones­ 
ty . 
It is firoper, however, to remark th a t 
the charges “ciilpjihle 
inefficiency in the 
perform ance o fd u ty ” and “neglect o fd u ty ” 
are fully sustained by Hie evidence. 


T h e C rop P r o sp e c ts. 


A m ost thorough and com plete review of 
the crop situ ation and prospect y et given 
appears in the Pioneer Press of the 1st. 
R eports were obtained from 751 poin ts on 
the condition * if the wheat crop for the la st 
ten days. 
Four hundred ami eighty say the 
weal lier has been hot and su ltry, with fre­ 
quent storniHiuid rains; SO say the weather 
has been only fair; 1.97 say the weather has 
been favorable for crops of all kinds. Three 
hundred and thirty-nine reports say dam ­ 
age has already resulted from rust, blight, 
and bugs; 130 say dam age is threatened, 
and 232 say no dam age has been done. 
The greatest injury is reported in Southern 
M innesota, Southw estern D ak ota, 
Iowa 
and W isconsin, though there is a local cen­ 
ter of serious dam age in the Jam es river 
valley in D ak ota. 
T his is abou t all th at 
will be known with any degree of accuracy 
ab ou t the crops until after harvest.

named Aura}*, wa* the son of re 
spect.able 
parents 
at 
Beaujon 
(Rhone). 
He was only twenty* 
feur years of age, but was already 
afflicted with what has been called 
la nuUadie du siecle, a heated im­ 
agination, with an inordinate thirst 
for wealth and material pleasures, 
ending in morbid disgust for life 
and depression of spirits from envy 
and disappointment. 
He was a 
medical student,and had performed 
his military service in the hospitals. 
On recovering his liberty, in Au­ 
gust last, he was absorbed by a 
monomania for suicide, and as he 
had inherited from his father a 
sum of 7,000 or 8,000 francs, he 
resolved to die, after having been 
loved by a woman who had never 
been possessed 
by anyone but 
himself. 
He went to Lyons in 
search of his ideal, and discovered 
her one evening at the theatre in a 
young girl, Marguerite Vagnair, 
next to whom he was seated. 
He 
followed her when she left with her 
friends, and learned that she be­ 
longed to an honest family of the 
working class. 
He succeeded in 
making her acquaintance, and af­ 
terward they eloped together. 
To 
dazzle the young lady, Aurar rep­ 
resented himself as the son ef 
parents immensely rich, and he 
commenced by purchasing for her 
elegant dresses, and then sent back 
her simple clothing t# her friends, 
as lie would not allow* her to pos­ 
sess anything that belonged to her 
parents. 
They first came to Paris, 
leading a life of pleasure, and 
when near the end of his resources 
went to Saint Etienne and staid at. 
the Hotel de 1’Europe under the 
name ot M. and Mine. Merat. Their 
idyl was at an cud, and the young 
woman then learned the melan­ 
choly reality ot their situation and 
his resolution to commit suicide. 
He tried to persuade her to return 
to her friends, but she determined 
to die with him, threatening that 
if he refused she would throw her­ 
self into the Rhone. All she asked 
was that she should 
dying.

Rem oval o f the Body » f Gen. Grant from 
Mt. McGregor to New York 


G r e a t M u ltitu d e s R e v e r e n tly W itn e ss th e 
P r o g r e s s o f th e H e a v ily -D r a p e d F u n ­ 
e r a l T r a in . 


The fam ily funeral of Gen. Grant took 
place at Mt. McGregor on T uesday,the 1th 
in si. 
The ceremonies were of a simple 
character. The slope from tlie cottage up 
to the hotel forms a natural am phitheater, 
and the whole place has been carefully 
guarded against the attack of the landscape 
gardener ami the vandals, who, with.their 
artistic taste, have so often banished na­ 
ture from 1 heir grounds.

Decisions filed in the now fam ous King- 
Remington suits, involving the ownership 
of a large am ount of property, chiefly 
situated in the neighborhood of Lakes 
< ‘alhoun and Harriet, and known as the Lyn­ 
da ie farm. Col. King deeded his land to Phi­ 
lo Remington in trust to secure him in an 
indebtedness am ounting to several hundred 
thousand dollars, and a contract 
was 
extended by which restitution was to be 
made when the indebtedness, with interest, 
bad lieen fully paid. The claim was made 
by the defendants that absolute title was se­ 
cured by the redemption of property sold 
under foreclosure proceed mgs, and by pur­ 
chase by the defendants oft lie equity at the 
bankrupt sale. 
The court holds th a t the 
deed of trust was in legal effect a mortgage, 
and that none of the claims under which 
title to the property is sought to be estab­ 
lished are valid. Tlie court therefore orders 
an accounting to I e made by the defendants 
as a step to secure a settlem ent of the claim. 
In the case brought by Caroline M. King, 
the court holds that the property could not 
betaken to pay the debt, ami that restitu­ 
tion must be made.and orders an account ing 
to follow the accounting in the case of Wil­ 
liam s. King. The am ount it is believed will 
accrue to Mrs. King under this decision is 
estim ated a t $1135,000, and the attorneys 
of Col. King estim ate that there will accrue 
to him about $ 500,000 additional. 


Tlie English P rem ier on A fghanistan.

fervently on each, then sprinkled them with 
holy water. The jury was absent an hour 
ana returned a verdict of guilty, with a 
recom m endation to mercy.

Riel remained on his knees pray­ 
ing until the verdict was announced, then 
jumped up, looking pale, but calm. 
After the verdict was rendered Riel wa* 
asked if he had anything to May why sen­ 
tence should not lie passed.

York addressed an audience of men in Lon­ 
don and denounced the conspiracy of sil­ 
ence by which it had been sought to weaken 
the Pall Mall Gazette revelations.

Four hundred andeL hty say the 
we&ther has been hot and sultry, with fre­ 
q u e n t storm s and rains; 80 say the weather 
has been only fair; 197 say the weather has 
been favorable for crops of all kinds. Three 
hundred anti thirty-nine reports say dam­ 
age has already resulted from rust, blight, 
and bugs; 130 say damage is threatened, 
and 232 say no damage has b**en done. 
The greatest injury is reported in Southern 
M innesota, Southwestern D akota, Iowa 
and Wisconsin, though there is a local cen­ 
ter of serious damage in the Jam es river 
valley in D akota.

A Dramatic Affair. 


A trial which has just taken place 
at Saint 
Etienne, 
France, ha* 
brought to light the details of a 
dramatic affair. 
InJanurry last a 
young man threw himself from a 
window’ on the second floor of the 
Hotel de l’Europe at Saint Etienne. 
He was little hurt by the fall, but 
when taken up he was found to 
have fired a shot from a revolver 
in his mouth, and stabbed himself 
in the breast with a sword-eane. 
In the chamber from which he had 
thrown himself was 
found the 
bodv of a young girl, who had been 
shot in the head while asleep. The 
young man refused to give his 
name er that of his companion, but 
said that they were lovers and had 
resolved to die together, drawn to 
death by a poetic impulse. 
He re­ 
covered, and the story of their 
lives was revealed by the police in­ 
vestigation. 
The 
young 
man, 
named Auray, wai the son of re 
spectable parents 
at 
Beaujon 
(Rhone). 
He was only twenty- 
four years of age, but was already 
afflicted with what has been called 
la maladie du stecle, a heated im­ 
agination, with an inordinate thirst 
for wealth and material pleasures, 
ending in morbid disgust for life 
and depression of spirits from envy 
and disappointment. 
He was a 
medical student,and had performed 
his military service in the hospitals. 
On recovering his liberty, in Au­ 
gust last, he was absorbed by a 
monomania for suicide, and as he 
had inherited from his father a 
sum of 7,000 or 8,000 francs, he 
resolved to die, after having been 
loved by a woman who had never 
been possessed 
by anyone but 
himself. 
He went to Lyons in 
search of his ideal, and discovered 
her one evening at the theatre in a 
young girl, Marguerite Yagnair, 
next to whom he was seated. 
Ht 
followed her when she left with her 
friends, and learned that she be­ 
longed to an honest family of the 
working class. 
He succeeded in 
making her acquaintance, and af­ 
terward they eloped together. 
To 
dazzle the young lady, Auray rep­ 
resented himself as the son ©f 
parents immensely rich, and he 
commenced by purchasing lor her 
elegant dresses, and then sent back 
her simple clothing t# her friends, 
as he would not allow her to pos­ 
sess anything that belonged to her 
parents. 
They first came to Paris, 
leading a life of pleasure, and 
when near the end of his resources 
went to Saint Etienne and staid at. 
the Hotel de l’Europe under the 
name ot M. and Mine. Merat. Their 
idyl was at an end, and the young 
woman then learned the melan­ 
choly reality ot their situation and 
his resolution to commit suicide.
